under the said acts of Congress, hereli - 
before recited, are payabtet principal and 
interest, at tbe option of the Government 
of tbe United State', la silver dollars of 
tbe coinage of tbe United State* contain- 
ing 412>£ grain* each of standard slher; 
and that to restore to its colr-age such 
silver colnt ae a legal tender In payment 
of Bald bondl, principal and interest, is 
not In violation of the public faith, nor 
In deroga'ion of the rights of the public 
creditors."
